The strike of about 85.000 long­ 
shoremen from Searsport, Maine, 
to Brownsville, Tex as, has tied up 
cargo operations 
on

freighters. The strike developed 
early Thursday in Southern ports 
and quickly spread northward. 
The New York Shipping Assn., 
which represents 17 0 steamship 
lines and contracting stevedores 
in the port of New York, negoti­ 
ates master contracts for all em­ 
ploy ers from Maine to Virginia. 
The association and union leaders 
had agreed to a 15-day ex tension 
of the contract that ex pired Sept. 
30 and also had agreed that any 
new benefits would be retroactive 
to Oct. 1. 
The association’s contracts with 
the longshoremen traditionally set 
the pattern for agreements be­ 
tween regional employ er groups 
in the South and ILA locals there. 
Southern longshoremen said they 
had received no retroactive prom- 
| ises from their employ ers and 
walked out. Their Northern col­ 
leagues followed to show solidar- 
I ity . 
Thus, retroactivity is an issue 
' only at Southern ports. 
Automation is the key stumbling 
block in the disagreement. Ship- 
I pers want to be free to introduce 
any new piece of equipment in 
I loading or unloading cargo. The 
union position is that it should he

management each 
time a change is considered and 
that no new method should be in- 
i troduced without its consent. 
The last 
money offer of the 
shippers to Northern longshore­ 
men was a 30-cent package con­ 
ditional on the ILA’s acceptance 
J of management’s views on auto­ 
mation.

Harding, Teapot Dome Fuss

NEW YORK (AP) — There are 
moments w.ien it is difficult to dif- i 
ferontiatc between fact and im ag­ 
ination when a play wright dram ­ 
atizes an historical era. But, those 
who were around in the 19 20's dur­ 
ing the time of President W arren 
G. Harding and the Teapot Dome 
Oil scandal will find their memo­ 
ries q uickly refreshed in the new 
Broadway dram a, “The Gang's 
All Here.” 
With superb attention to detail, 
play wrights Jerom e Lawrence and ; 
Robert E. Lee presented Thurs- . 
day night on the stage of Broad- j 
way ’s Ambassador Theater a mov- I 
ing dram a, a superb character 
study of k President of the United 
States who seemingly had failed to 
keep his oath of office because of 
loy alty to conniving friends. 
The play wrights do not attem pt 
to defend or ex cuse President H ar­ 
ding (as play ed magnificently in 
this production by Melvy n Doug­ 
las). They simply , and with some 
dram atic asides, tell the story of a 
small town editor who did not 
want to be president. 
As Editor ‘‘Griffith P. HasUngs,” 
he had been making some too per­ 
tinent, 
too 
truthful 
comments 
about the government. So the pro­ 
fessional politicians decided the 
best way to q uiet him down was 
to nominate and elect him as 
president. 
Hastings wanted none of that, 
but he had an ambitious wife. Be­ 
ing an am iable man, he consented 
to be a candidate. But, personal­ 
ly he would have liked it better 
if he could have remained a news­ 
paper editor and publisher in Ohio 
and merely written editorial com­ 
m ents on the national and local 
news events. 
Hastings was elected president 
and moved into the glory of the 
White House. He tried to adapt 
him self honestly to carry ing out 
his new duties. 
He brought along q uite a num ­ 
ber of his pals, who found the 
world of diplomats and govern­ 
m ent officials as strange to them 
as did President Hastings. He ap­ 
pointed several of ’them to cabi­ 
net posts and to other m ajor gov­ 


ernm ent offices just to give them 
something to do. These friends 
however, q uickly found that a high 
governme..t official could open the 
doors 
to the U.S. Treasury , and 
the looting began. 
When the president discovered 
these swindles he acted q uickly to 
correct his mistakes, especially in 
the Teapot Dome scandal. But, it 
was too late. 
Melvy n Douglas and Jean Dix on, 
as his wife, give skilled and re­ 
strained penorm ances. And all the 
play ers, most of whom are mem­ 
bers of the President’s cabinet, 
make “ The Gang’s All Here” a 
noteworthy historical dram atiza­ 
tion.

HOME STEPS to rem em ber; 
Scrape off top debris or residue 
before sampling. 
S a m p l e cropland to a 6 inch 
depth. 
Sample perm anent pasture and 
lawn to a 3-inch depth. 
Sample a row crop field between 
the rows, thus avoiding fertilizer 
hand areas. 
Sampling is best done when soil 
moisture conditions are suitable 
for plowing 
In same field, sample separately 
light and dark colored soils and-or 
recently limed or unlimed areas. 
Do not sample in dead fur­ 
rows. turn rows, strip near trees, 
old fence rows, fertilizer or lime 
areas, or any other freak spots. 
Think of a “ soil sam ple” as 
meaning the composite of several 
borings or spade slices from one 
distinct area 
The word 
"a re a ” 
here means the field or part of a 
field that represents each distinct 
kind of 
topography 
(upland 
as 
compared to bottomland), soil tex t­ 
ure (silt loam 
as compared to 
sandy ), soil organic m atter (light 
colored as compared to dark col­ 
ored), fertility status (as indicat­ 
ed by crop growth) and m anage­ 
ment unit (field or portion of field). 
To get a representative soil sam ­ 
ple gather at least 15 cores and 
preferably 20 to 30 cores, if the 
soil has been recently limed and- 
or fertilized. Take each core to the 
same depth. Take the same vol­ 
ume of soil at each site. Take 
cores at random in a “ zig-zag” 
pattern over the area involved. 
This procedure will minimize the 
effect of any one boring. For ex am ­ 
ple, if 20 eq ual-size borings were 
taken in an area and one of them 
was, by chance, taken in an old 
fertilizer spill area, it would have 
very little effect on the results of 
the c o m p o s i t e sample. How­ 
ever. if more soil had been tak­ 
en at the fertilizer spill area than 
at any one of the other sites, then 
the larger volume of soil would in­ 
fluence the results of the compos­ 
ite sample.

Jr., 
was a student at Yale, figting 
for fundamentals of Western civ ­

for wh at h e believ ed to be true. 
He h as now issued anoth er book, 
“ Up from 
Liberalism ," wh ich 
prov es th e point. 
As a y oung conserv ativ e. BiLl 
Buckley is closer to h is genera­ 
tion th an th e oldsters realize. 
Educated y outh in America 
is 
becoming increasingly conserv a­ 
tiv e. not for some personal ad­ 
v antage but because it wants to 
believ e affirmativ ely . Th e nega­ 
tiv e. middle-of-th e-road attitude 
of th e 19 40 Liberals does not suit 
th e approach to th e I9 60's. 
Th e 19 40 Liberal h ad been in 
th e Depression wh en h e was a 
kid; in th e early 19 30’s h e was 
disillusioned and tended to tom 
th e Communist Party or a front 
organization. W h e n 
Roosev elt 
becam e 
President, 
th ese 
Lib­ 
erals mov ed into th e New Deal, 
but th eir Liberalism was wnth out 
definition. 
Professor 
A r t h u r 
Sch leamger. Jr., a 
th eoreUcian 
for th e A.D.A., h as attempted to 
discov er a th eory for Amencan 
Liberalism, but h e h as not gone 
v ery far because h e » s a polem- 
ist not a ph ilosoph er 
Buckley writes with some a* 
tomsh ment at th e paucity of Lib­ 
eral th ough t because h e appar­ 
ently ex pected to fmd more th an 
opportunism. American Liberal­ 
ism was, in effect, slaugh tered 
during th e 
Roosev elt, Truman 
and Eisenh ower Administrations 
because it became

bureauc­ 
racy , a job-h olding elite. Joh n 
Dos Passos. tn

Th e Roosev elt Social Rev olu­ 
tion w \s » seizure of th e func­ 
tions of gov ernment, of educa­ 
tion, of th e international labor 
unions, of th e press and radio by 
recently college • trained grad­ 
uates wh o h ad been products of 
th e 19 30 Depression and disap­ 
pointment 
and frustration and

Amenca along wh at th ey called 
Liberal lines. Th is Buckley ana­ 
ly zes with sch olarsh ip and intui­ 
tiv e profundity . I q uote a passage 
wh ich is particularly significant:

sion process in America appears 
to h av e broken down. Th e prin­ 
cipal reason is th e emph atic in­ 
disposition by th ose wh ose, v iews 
prev ail in critical q uarters to 
accept any ch allenge to th eir in­ 
tellectual h egemony , to recognize 
dissent from th eir conformity as 
serious.

All Here.” 
With superb attention to detail, 
playwrights Jerom e Lawrence and 
Robert E. Lee presented Thurs­ 
day night on the stage of Broad­ 
way’s Ambassador Theater a mov­ 
ing dram a, a superb character 
study of a President of the United 
States who seemingly had failed to 
keep his oath of office because of 
loyalty to conniving friends. 
The playwrights do not attem pt 
to defend or excuse President H ar­ 
ding (as played magnificently in 
this production by Melvyn Doug­ 
las). They simply, and with some 
dram atic asides, tell the story of a 
small town editor w'ho did not 
want to be president. 
As Editor “ Griffith P. Hastings,” 
he had been making some too per­ 
tinent, 
too 
truthful 
comments 
about the government. So the pro­ 
fessional politicians decided the 
best way to quiet him down was 
to nominate and elect him 
as 
president. 
Hastings wanted none of that, 
but he had an ambitious wife. Be­ 
ing an amiable man, he consented 
to be a candidate. But, personal­ 
ly he would have liked it better 
if he could have remained a news­ 
paper editor and publisher in Ohio 
and merely written editorial com­ 
ments on the national and local 
news events. 
Hastings was elected president 
and moved into the glory of the 
White House. He tried to adapt 
himself honestly to carrying out 
his new duties. 
He brought along quite a num ­ 
ber of his pals, who found the 
world of diplomats and govern­ 
ment officials as strange to them 
as did President Hastings. He ap­ 
pointed several of *them to cabi­ 
net posts and to other m ajor gov­ 


ernm ent offices just to give them 
something to do. These friends 
however, quickly found that a high 
government official could open the 
doors tx) the U.S. Treasury, and 
the looting began. 
When the president discovered 
these swindles he acted quickly to 
correct his mistakes, especially in 
the Teapot Dome scandal. But, it 
was too late. 
Melvyn Douglas and Jean Dixon, 
as his wife, give skilled and re­ 
strained penorm ances. And all the 
players, most of whom are mem­ 
bers of the President's cabinet, 
make “Tile Gang’s All Here” a 
noteworthy historical dram atiza­ 
tion.

lions can be misleading. Thus, it is 
essential to obtain a representative 
sample in order for the soil test and 
recommendations 
to be 
reliable 
for the area tested. The following j 
procedure will help insure collect­ 
ing representative soil samples. 
* 
* * 
SOME STEPS to rem em ber: 
Scrape off top debris or residue 
before sampling. 
S a m p l e cropland to a 6-inch 
depth. 
Sample permanent pasture and 
lawn to a 3-inch depth. 
Sample a row’ crop field between 
the rows, thus avoiding fertilizer 
band areas. 
Sampling is best done when soil 
moisture conditions are suitable 
for plowing. 
In sam e field, sample separately 
light and dark colored soils and or 
recently limed or unlimed areas. 
Do not sample in dead fur­ 
rows, turn rows, strip near trees, 
old fence rows, fertilizer or lime 
areas, or any other freak spots. 
Think of a “ soil sam ple” as 
meaning the composite of several 
borings or spade slices from one 
distinct area. 
The word “ area” 
here means the field or part of a 
field that represents each distinct 
kind of 
topography 
(upland 
as 
compared to bottomland), soil text­ 
ure (silt loam 
as compared to 
sandy), soil organic m atter (light 
colored as compared to dark col­ 
ored), fertility status (as indicat­ 
ed by crop growth) and m anage­ 
ment unit (field or portion of field). 
To get a representative soil sam ­ 
ple gather at least 15 cores and 
preferably 20 to 30 cores, if the 
soil has been recently limed and­ 
or fertilized. Take each core to the 
same depth. Take the same vol­ 
ume of soil at each site. Take 
cores at random in a “ zig-zag” 
pattern over the area involved. 
This procedure will minimize the 
effect of any one boring. For exam ­ 
ple, if 20 equal-size borings were 
taken in an area and one of them 
was, by chance, taken in an old 
fertilizer spill area, it would have 
very little effect on the results of 
the c o m p o s i t e sample. How­ 
ever, if more soil had been tak­ 
en at the fertilizer spill area than 
at any one of the other sites, then 
the larger volume of soil would in­ 
fluence the results of the compos­ 
ite sample.

He calls it the Stone Age 
die* because it approximates what it is be­ 
lieved the primitive people of that far-dis­ 
tant age used to eat.

This is a reminder that not so long ago

But the Stone Age man, from the evi­ 
dence of ancient skeletons and bits of bone 
discovered from time to time, suffered just 
as much from sickness and disease as this 
generation.

Youth Becomes Conservative 


When William F. Buckley, .lr, 
was a student at Yale, figtmg 
for fundamentals of Western civ­ 
ilization, it was possible to gauge 
his character, namely, that 
he 
would fight with 
fanatical 
zeal 
for what he believed to be true. 
He has now issued another book, 
“ Up 
from 
Liberalism ,” which 
proves the point. 
As a young conservative, Bill 
Buckley is closer to his genera­ 
tion than the oldsters realize. 
Educated youth in America 
is 
becoming increasingly conserva­ 
tive, not for some personal ad­ 
vantage but because it wants to 
believe affirmatively. The nega­ 
tive. middle-of-the-road attitude 
of the 1940 Liberals does not suit 
the approach to the 1960 s. 
The 1940 Liberal had been 
in 
the Depression when he was 
a 
kid; in the early 1930’s he wa* 
disillusioned and tended to tom 
the Communist Party or a front 
organization. W h e n 
Roosevelt 
becam e 
President, 
these 
Lib­ 
erals moved into the New Deal, 
but their Liberalism was without 
definition. 
Professor 
A r t h u r 
Schlcsmger. Jr., a 
theoretician 
for the A.D A., has attempted to 
discover a theory for American 
Liberalism, but he has not gone 
very far because he is a polem­ 
ist not a philosopher 
Buckley writes with some a* 
tonmhment at the paucity of Lib­ 
eral thought because he appar­ 
ently expected to find more than 
opportunism. American Liberal­ 
ism was. in effect, slaughtered 
during the 
Roosevelt, 
Trum an 
and Eisenhower Administrations 
because it becam e 
a 
bureauc­ 
racy, a job-holding elite. John 
Dos Passos, in a 
foreword 
to 
Buckley’s book, discovered this: 


“ When Bus inc ns a Mio a ted 
rn 
1929 it was not the working class 
who took over, it was tile 
new 
bureaucracy. The radical theor­ 
ists from the colleges 
crowded 
into Washington. . 
The Roosevelt Social 
Revolu­ 
tion was 
seizure of the 
func­ 
tions of government, of educa­ 
tion, of the 
international 
labor 
unions, of the press and radio by 
recently college - trained grad­ 
uates who had been products of 
the 1930 Depression and 
disap­ 
pointment 
and frustration and 
who in the later 1930’s and the 
1940's sought 
to 
build 
a 
new 
America along what they called 
Liberal lines. This Buckley ana­ 
lyzes with scholarship and intui­ 
tive profundity. I quote a passage 
which is particularly significant; 
“ There 
are 
several 
reasons 
why, in recent years, the discus­ 
sion process in America appears 
to have broken down. The prin­ 
cipal reason is the emphatic in­ 
disposition by those whose, view* 
prevail 
in critical quarters to 
accept any challenge to their in­ 
tellectual hegemony, to recognize 
dissent from their conformity a* 
serious. But another factor that 
militates against purposive dis­ 
course is the developing taboo 
first on strong opinions, second 
on their expression in relentless 
language. Ours 
is 
becoming 
a 
land 
of 
lotus-eaters 
. . . 
The 
tendency, these days, is to yield 
to the passion for modulation. 
Even in literaturen one does not 
often find oneself concerned wnth 
kings and knaves, fair maidens 
and heroes, treachery apd honor, 
right and wrong; one speaks rn 
grey"*, and muted hues, of social 
problems, and 
life adjustment, 
and co-existence and mter-credal

Increasingly, we are

In a word, the cult of “don't- 
stick-your-neck-out” is so much 
the fashion that the search for

w’ho speaks up is characterized 
as a “ controversial person” and 
is 
not invited 
to dinner. 
For 
wears such an institution as the 
Town Hall in New York thrived 
on controversy and debate; 
to­ 
day, it has neither. The same is 
true of radio and television. The 
so-called panel discussions have 
become so stylized and polite as 
to have become a bore. When in­ 
telligent men and 
women 
who 
know a subject aa well as the 
guest answerer, are limited 
to 
asking questions and are forbid­ 
den to denounce a fraud and a 
liar, they are stultifying 
them ­ 
selves and are abusing the confi­ 
dence of their audiences. 
Buckley is astonished that we 
have become so mild. He ought 
not to be because 
in his book 
“ God and Man at Yale,” he de­ 
scribes 'how professors 
muffle 
the thinking of young 
students 
and he knows about the experi­ 
ences of Father Hugh Halton at 
Princeton which is one example 
of academic lynching. Right or 
wrong—an American should have 
his say. 
Bill Buckley has done s very 
fine work in “Up from Liberal­ 
ism .” This. however, 
can 
only 
he the beginning of an analysis 
of the narcotizing of the A m er­ 
ican mind.

DiSalle's tour of all state insti­ 
tutions is designed to point up the 
need for improvements to be paid 
from some of the higher taxes 
voted at his request by the Demo­ 
crat - controlled Legislature. 
All of the governor’s visits are 
unannounced.

said 
some of 
them obviously surprised officials. 
“ One of these days I'm going 
to catch one of them at night,” 
he added. 
The chief executive expressed 1 
conviction on the need for chang- , 
mg the assignment of patients.

Keep Your Baby Safe

Accidents, we 
all realize, 
can 
happen 
anyw here, 
anytim e,

spite all our precautions. 
Yet certain accidents are more 
likely to happen at certain tim es, 
or at specific stages of a child’s 
developm ent. 
lf you know w hat to look for, 
what to expect, it probably will be 
much easier to prevent such acci­ 
dents from happening. 
The Am erican Academ y of Ped­ 
iatrics has prepared a list of such 
possibilities, or rath er probabili­ 
ties, 
according 
to 
various 
age 
groups. 
I d like to pass on some of these 
warnings: 
For babies one to three months; 
Make sure that rattles are stur­ 
dy and unbreakable. Never allow 
an infant 
to play with, 
nor 
be 
within reach of, sm all objects that 
he can place in his mouth. 
I know that you are careful about 
the tem perature of w a t e r for 
the baby’s bath, but also rem em ­ 
ber that w ater faucets 
m ust be 
kept out of his reach. 
From four to six months: 
The same a d v i c e applies 
of 
course, with one important addr 
non: keep the sides of baby a crib 
up at all times. 
From seven to 12 months: 
The baby is beginning to get 
around 
now so keep dangerous 
household items — poison, medi­ 
cines. pins, buttons and the like— 
out of his reach. 
Hot foods and liquids should be 
kept in the center of 
the 
table 
where he can ’t get them. And don’t 
let the tablecloth hang 
over the 
table’s edge. Even a mildly inquis­ 
itive youngster will tug at it. 
From one to two years: 
Extra 
precaution is needed during this 
period because this is the time of 
life youngsters begin exploring. 
Inside, doors leading to stairs 
and other danger zones should be 
kept locked. Window guards and 


screens should be fastened secure­ 
ly. Handles of hot pots on the kit­ 
chen r a n g e should be turned in­ 
ward so 
the 
child 
can't 
grasp 
them . Avoid toys with sm all re ­ 
movable parts. 
Outside, place safety gates on 
porches and at the tops oi all sta ir­ 
ways. Lock all auto doors and if 
you have a swim m ing pool, keep 
it securely covered or fenced in. 
After this age, about the best 
thing you can do is set good safety 
examples yourself.

• bout fit and finishing details. 
Perfect for this fall is a pattern 
designed by Pierre Cardin, talent­ 
ed young French designer. It ie a 
handsome reefer coat incorporat­ 
ing the top faishicn details of the 
season — g i a n t collar, wrinkle- 
resistant fabric, important buttons 
and 
new 
shorter 
sleeve. 
Local 
sewing center experts recommend 
using a new nubbv-textured fabric 
in 50 inch width, with a choice of 
16 solid colors or five print de­ 
signs each in five colors. This is 
an 
acetate blend with locked-m 
color which never fades. 
The printed pattern gives de­ 
tailed directions for each step o4 
construction. Lining and interlining 
ma y be cut at the same time and 
stitched together. For a profession­ 
al touch, choose thread a shade 
darker than the coat fabric. 
Use the zigzag stitch on your 
automatic machine or zigzagger at­ 
tachm ent 
for 
reinforcing 
inter­ 
facing in the collar. For the over­ 
edged seam an 
automatic 
blind 
stitch makes a durable, bulkiest 
finish. This is particular good for 
straight - grain lengthwise seams 
that have a tendency to ravel. To 
reinforce collar interfacing, mark 
the seam allowance and fold lines 
o? the collar on the interfacing. 
Then stitch across the back of the 
neck, filling in the area from the 
fold line to the neck edge with 
rows of zigzag stitching, but do not 
stitch into the seam allowance.
